sive m an—one Deli Shearer -upo n whom 
they had forced a q uarrel and left for dead 
on the sidewalk of Danville, a sm all town 
in the northeast corner of the county. 
The 
W eavers were notorious bullies and trouble­ 
some characters generally, and the county 
sheriff who took them into custody had an 
infuriated mob upon his track for several 
days. 
Finally eluding them, Up brought hie 
prisoners to this city, but threats of a m id­ 
night attack upon the jail caused their re 
m oval to the eastern part of the state. 
Tho 
m an 8 h-arer, instead of dying as the doc­ 
tors predicted, has partially recovered, and 
last vtfeek it * was deemed safe to takp the 
W eavers back to A nthony to stand trial. 
Tho county having no jail, the prisoners 
w ere guarded by the sheriff in his own res­ 
idence. 
A bout 3 o’clock Monday m orning he was 
aw akened by a mob num bering forty or 
filty men w ith painted or blackened faces, 
who surrounded the nouse, and the W eavers 
were given in charge of a deputy, who hur 
ried them out of the back door tow ard 
partially-com pleted 
school-house a block 
distant, hoping to find concealm ent there. 
T heir Light was noted by the vigilant mob, 
who 
w ith 
wild 
yells 
followed 
in 
pursuit.

bullet« , 
which, however,

harm 
them. 
The deputy seeing the hopelessness of resist­ 
ance, banded over his revolver to one of the 
boys and craw led out am ong the crowd. 
Then lamps and lanterns were procured a t 
the muzzles of shooter* from neighboring 
houses, and the lynchers descended to the 
cedar in search of their prey. 
Two of the 
boys were found, a rope throw n around 
their necks and passed over a joist, and they 
were hauled up to be m ade the targut for a 
act>re of revolvers. 
All this took place in sight of their 
mother, who had b?ard the attack on the 
sh riff s house, and with agonized cries hau 
ru hod into the crow d to plead for the lives 
of her sons. 
Her wailings fell on pitiless 
ear* and the m unlerous work went on. 
The 
th.rd boy, w in had seciebd himself behind 
a pile oa rubbish in a far corner, defendoo 
hi i self with the re v iv e r given by the 
deputv, 
wo sndiug two of the avengers 
befori he was laid out by a volley of 
bullets. 
W ith fiendish cruelty the aveng­ 
er* em ptied their pistols into his bo iy, 
and aying it beside tho bloody corpses of 
bi.< 
brothers took 
up 
their wounded, 
mounted their horses, ami rode aw ay, firing 
a few parting shots to intim idate pursuit 
The town L wild w ith ex citem ent, and vig­ 
orous efforts to discover and bring to justice 
the lynching party are be ng made.
